For God being not only moſt Tre and 
Faithful in all his Promiſes, and therefore un- 
capable of deceiving us, but moſt Powerful too, 
and therefore able ro Do whatever he pleaſes 
for us ; It cannot be doubted but that what He 
has promiſed,ſhall moſt aſſured]y be made good 
to us: And therefore that if ſuch a Reſt as 
this be indeed ſet before Us by Him, we may 
and ought to depend upon it as a farthful Saying, 
and worthy of all Men' to be recerved. 

Now that the Holy Scriptures have encou- 
raged us to expect ſuch a Reſt is fo very plain, 
rhat I do not ſee how any one can have the Con- 
fidence to doubt of it. They have not only 
aſſured us that there ſhall be a final Judgment,and 
an Irrevacable Sentence of Happmnefs or Miſery 
paſs'd upon all Mankind, according to what 
they ſhall have done, whether Good or Ew:/: 
Bur they have moreover declared to us, that it 
was for this very Purpoſe that our Blefled Saviour 
came into the World,that He Died and was Buri- 
ed, and Roſe again from the Dead, that He might 
both Purchaſe this Great Reward for us, and re- 
ceive full Power and Authority to confer 1t upon 


us. Either therefore we muſt fay that all chis 
18 
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is meer Fable and Romance ; that the whole Bu- 
ſineſs of Chriſttamty 1s but an Idle Story, that 
has-nothing of Truth. or Realityin it: Or if 
we think the Goſpel to. deſerve any Credit, we 
muſt conclude that this. Promiſe ſhall. ſtand 
Firm and Immutable as that God who made it, 
That if we live according to the Rules of our 


Religion,. we ſhall receive the Reward of it ;, 


that Eternal Refi of which our Text here ſpeaks, 
and which. I have. now been endeavouring to 
deſcrive to you: 


It remains then that there is without all Doubt 


aBlefled Expectation reſerved for us in another 


Life : but then, 


IId!y.. Ie is as certain, that we may by our 
own fault Come ſhort of it, 


For the Promiſe of this Reſt is not Abſolute, 
but Conditional. It depends upon a Covenant 
in which there are Dutzes to be fulfill'd on Oxr 
Part, as well as a Reward to be made Good, on 
God's: And if we fail in the One, there is no 
reaſon to expect that He ſhould perform the 
Other. 

When-our Saviour ſent forth his Diſciples to 
preach theſe Glad Tidings of Salvation to the 


World, we read.in St. Mark that their Com- 
miſſion

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miſhon ran in theſe Terms, Mark xvi. 15, Gs 
Je into all the World, and preach the Goſpel to Eve- 
ry Creature : He that Believeth and 1s Baptized 
ſhall be Saved, but He that Believeth not, ſhall be 


Damn'd. And whart 1t 415 we are there to un-. 


derſtand by Belzeving, we may fee in the Paral- 
lel place of Sr. Matthew, Ch. xxvi, 20. Go ye 
and Teach all Nations, Baptizang them im the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoſt ; teachmg them'to Obſerve all things what- 


ſoever I have commanded you. And from both. 


which the conclufion is very plain, that if we 
mean to be Saved, we mult not only enter our 
ſc]ves into the Church of Chriſt by Baptiſm 3 but 
being ſo admitted; muſt Belzeve and Do what- 
ſoever he hath required of Us: And without 
which we ſhall be ſo far from having any right 
to theſe Promiſes , that we ſhall incur the 
Greater Damnation for our Sins. 

But this is not yet all ; For if the Caſe be fo 
as I have now ſhewn it to be, If the Promiſe of 
this Reſt be Conditional, and we are no Other- 
wiſe intituled to the Bleſſmgs than as we are 
carefal ro fulfil the Dutzes of the Goſpel ; Then 
I muſt add, that We may not only by our own 
fault *come ſhort of it, but that without a 
Great deal of Care we moſt certainly ſhall do 


ſo ; And therefore-ought the more-to Fear leſt 
we

Expectations,

To a Piety that has-ſtartlcd the Conſciences of 
the moſt perfect Votaries ; and once made even

. to Do, if Ever we-mean to attain unto 1t.; And 
' if notwichſtanding this, Men will be careleſs 
and negligent in their Duty; Scepticks in their 
Faith, and Atheiſts in their Prafece-;. If they 
will ſcoff at the Revelations, anddeſpiſe the Me- 
rals of Chriſtianity ; laugh at the Nevenity of 
-our Saviour Chriſt and.the -Holy Ghoſt, and Live 
fo as if they did not believe there was any Gd 
at all ; Let them applaud themſelves, if they
